WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP).— 
The United States demanded today 
the immediate recall of the Italian 
paval attache in Washington, Ad- 
miral Alberto Lais, on the ground 
that he was connected with the 
sabotaging of Italian’ merchant 
ships in this country. 

Secretary of State Hull sent a 
note to this effect to the Italian 
Ambassador, Prince Colonna, on 
orders of President Roosevelt. 

The text of the note; 

“Excellency: 

» “I have the honor to state that 
arious facts and circumstances 
have come to the attention of the 
Government of the United States 
connecting Admiral Alberto Lais, 
naval attache of the Royal Italian 
embassy, with the commission by 
certain persons of acts in violation 
of the laws of the United States. 
“The President has reached--the- 
®.conclusion that the continued pres- 
ence of Admiral Lais as naval at- 
tache of the embassy would no 
longer be agreeable to this Gov- 
ernment. 
“Persona Non Grata.” 

“The President has directed me, 
therefore, to notify your excellency 
that Admiral Lais is persona non 
grata to this Government as naval 
ttache of the Royal Italian em- 
bassy at Washington, and to re- 
quest that your excellency’s Gov- 
ernment withdraw him immediate- 
ly from the United States. 

“The Royal Italian Government 
will no doubt realize that Govern- 
ment of the United States has, in 
view of all the circumstances, no 
alternative course. 

“Accept, excellency, the renewed 
assurances of my highest consid- 
eration.” 

Hull, in releasing the note at his 

® press conference, said he could not 
ke up at this time the question 

t whether similar action might 

@ be taken against any German of- 
@ificials in this country. 
It was recalled that the captain

The bill for election of Aldermen 
by wards, instead of by citywide

The measure, if signed by Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, will be sub- 
mitted to the voters as a charter 
amendment Sept. 16, the same time 
an election will be held on the 
proposal to institute a merit sys- 
tem for city employes. 


If Aldermen had been elected by 
wards in Tuesday’s balloting, the 
Democrats would have retained a 
majority in the board, instead of 
losing their entire ticket in the city-

Twenty-four members approved 
the bill at the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen. Two members were 
excused. The bill was reported 
out favorably by the Legislation 
Committee earlier in the day. Al- 
derman William Warnick of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward, chief pro- 
ponent of the bill, who sought 
again and again to bring it out of 
committee, was unable to attend 
because. of illness. 

At the special election, three- 
fifths of the voters would have to 
approve the charter amendment 
before the new system of electing 
Aldermen could be adopted. 

The next election of Aldermen 
will be in the spring of 1943, when

DAYTONA BEACH, Fila; April 
3 (AP).—An Eastern Air Lines 
transport plant carrying 16 per- 
sons was missing and hours over- 
due this afternoon on a _ storm- 
beset run from West Palm Beach 
to Daytona Beach. 

Heavy rains, high winds and 


along the route of the plane, last 
heard from when it left West 
Palm Beach at 8:16 a. m. for a 
one-hour run into Daytona, next 
stop on the Miami-New York trip. 


Dr. George W. Crile on Plane. 


Listed among the 13 passengers 
was famed surgeon Dr. George 
W. Crile of Cleveland and Mrs. 
James M. Cox Jr., daughter- 
in-law of the former Ohio Gover- 
nor and Democratic presidential 
candidate in 1920. 

E. A. L. said its last radio con- 
tact withf the plane was at 8:49 a. 
m., when Capt. Gerald O’Brien re- 
ported he was going “on top’— 
that is, above the storm center. 

The plane was on its normal 
route for the first part of the 
flight, having been. sighted over 
the Fort Pierce airport, 60 miles 
north of West Palm Beach, 41 
minutes after the takeoff. . 

A private plane pilot told report- 
ers at West Palm Beach that he 
saw the missing plane over the 
Fort Pierce airport, about 60 miles 
north of West Palm Beach, and 
that the ship was heading out to 
sea in an apparent effort to run 
around a gathering storm. Weath- 
er conditions were “terrible” at 
that time, he said. 

At 2 p. m, the airlines said two 
E. A. L. planes, “presumably large 
transports,” had been sent from 
ther Miami base to search for the 
ship. 

Possible Everglades Landing. 

One official suggested that the 
crew could have made a “safe 
emerkency landing” in the Ever- 
glade country by retracting the 
plane’s wheels to make a flat land- 
ing. If this had been done, he add- 
ed, it might be some time before 
the ship’s crew could report. 

Commander N. H. Leslie of Coast 
Guard divisional headquarters at 
Jacksonville said an order had 
been issued to all Coast Guard ves- 
sels and planes along the route to 
aid in a search for the plane. 

The flight. was in charge of 
Capt. O’Brien, with Pilot B. M. 
Crabtree and Fiight Steward Al 
Marin, all of Miami, making up 
the crew. 

The E.A.L. office at West Palm 
Beach said the plane carried suf- 
ficient gas to reach New York in 
an emergency. Visibility in the 
Daytona area was not good, and 
the fact that radio reception was 
very poor gave rise to hopes that 
the transport might have been un- 
able to contact its normal desti- 
nation and had gone on to land 
elsewhere,

DETROIT, April 3 (AP).—Vio- 
lent but isolated outbreaks of fight- 
ing occurred near the strike-closed 
Ford Motor Co, plant this morning 
and Gov. Murray D. Van Wagoner. 
announced that resumption of 
mediation conferences with CIO 
and company officers had been 
postponed. 

However, Gov. Van Wagoner said 
“The foundation has been laid for 
successful mediation” of the strike 
that has closed the plant; largest 
single factory unit in the world. 

“Both the company and union of- 
ficials have made definite and 
binding commitments to me _ to 
meet certain basic requirements 
for mediation,” the Governor de- 


clared in a formal statement. 
The Governor’s statement was 
made as operations at the Rouge 
plant, employing more than 85,000, 
were at a standstill and after re- 
newed but isolated outbreaks of 
fighting occurred near the mile- 
long factory in Dearborn. : 
James F. Dewey, United States 
Department of Labor conciliator, 
left his hotel for an inspection of 
the factory situation. He said he 
hoped to meet with Ford officers 
and get a start on the conference 
which was pogtgoned this morning 
after renewed fighting, in which a 
timekeeper seeking to enter the 
plant gates was beaten severely 
and one man reported a knife 
wound in the abdomen. — 

The strike called. by the United 
Automobile Workers (CIO) began 
Tuesday night. 

“Ford Co. officials,” the Gover- 
nor said, “gave me their word 
that they will not try to reopen 
the plants while. mediation is in 
progress. — 

“Union officials gave me their 
word that they would co-operate 
with the Michigan State police in 
maintaining law and order and 
in keeping peaceful picket lines.” 

The outbreaks of violence at 
the factory came after a quiet 
night. 

Four Negroes in an automobile 
were beaten severely by union 
pickets, who chased them nearly a 
mile from the main plant gate, and 
three of the pickets were struck 
down as a car following the Ne- 
groes’ machine plowed through 
the fighting group at a _ speed 
which .witnesses estimated at 40 
miles an hour. 

Auto Speeds Off. . 

The clash occurred in heavy traf- 
fic near the plant which stretches 
for a mile. Three of Negroes, 
whose car was overturned, fled; 
the other was picked up by union- 
ists and taken to a hospital. The 
car that struck the group of fight- 
ers sped away without slackening 
speed. .

CAIRO, April 3 (AP).—Only an 
Italian garrison insecurely holding 
the Red Sea pdrt af Massaua un- 
der the threat of British naval 
guns appeared to stand today be- 
tween British forces and posses- 
sion of Eritrea, oldest colony of 
Italy’s crumbling African empire.

It was said there was no con- 
firmation in London of reports 
that the Duke of Aosta, Italian 
commander, had sued for an ar- 
mistice in Ethiopia. 

Remnants of the Fascist’s 
Eritrean army—said to number 
from 30,000 to 40,000 men—poured 
through the inland capital city of 
Asmara Tuesday and headed for 
the Ethiopian border, 50 miles to 
the south. 

There were reports the Italians 
would attempt the 500-mile trek 
southward to Addis Ababa to join 
forces with the army of the Duke 
of Aosta. 

British forces advancing on 
Addis Ababa from Diredawa have 
captured Miesso, on the Addis 
Ababa-Jibuti Railway about 180 
miles east of the Ethiopian capi- 
tal, the Middle East command an- 
nounced today. Miesso is 70 ‘miles 
west of Diredawa by railroad. 

A Nairobi dispatch told of the 
capture of Soroppa in the Ya- 


vello sector of Southern Ethiopia 


after a four-hour battle in which 
200 Italian native troops were cap- 
tured. About 100 armed natives 
and 700 camels also were reported 
captured by British forces in mop- 
ping up operations in Eastern 
Somaliland. 

South African planes were said 
to have dropped messages with 
parachute streamers on Addis 
Ababa, Hadama and Awash. 

A delayed dispatch from Khar- 
toum, describing the occupation of 
Asmara, said British planes flew 
just above the level of the city 
roofs as the General commanding 
an Indian division drove slowly 
through streets lined with white 
flags and thousands of fluttering 
handkerchiefs. 

In North Africa, the British an- 
nounced their troops in Libya had 
withdrawn to positions north of 
Agedabia and that this movement 
was followed up by Axis mechan- 
ized forces.

Dr. P. B. Dunbar, Assistant Com- 
missioner of the administration, 
said the preparation had been 
found for sale in Washington and 
all such goods in the District. of 
Columbia would be seized immedi- 
ately on a charge of adulteration 
under the cosmetics section of the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetics 
4ect. Other confiscations will fol- 
low as lots are found in other cit- 
ies. 

Dr. Dunbar said that the hair 
solution was applied in a labora- 
tory here to the skin of a rabbit, 
without abrasions, and the animal 
died within an hour. 

The poison was listed as ammo- 
nium hydrogen sulfide. The prep- 
aration was believed by the Food 
and Drug Administration to have 
been given wide distribution ove 
the United States. :

The 
Kansas City Journal used a 250- 
word story on page 2. 

Associated Press dispatches were 
carried in New York on the front 
page of the World-Telegram and 
also in the Sun. They made page 
one of the Bulletin in Philadelphia, 
and an inside page of the Evening 


Public Ledger. Brief-accounts were 
published in Chicago, Washington, 
Boston and other cities. 

The Press-Scimitar at Memphis, 
where smoke elimination is under 
debate, telephoned to the 
Post- yesterday for clari- 
fication of the part that issue had 
in the campaign. As Post-Dispatch 
readers know, cheaper smokeless 
fuel was discussed, but the smoke 
“issue” was declared “out of 
bounds” by the candidates at the 
beginning of the campaign. 

A 200-word dispatch for after- 
noon papers was sent out yester- 
day by the Associated Press na-

Southern bituminous coal operators 
were indicated today as the chief 
obstacle to an agreement with the 
United Mine Workers of America 
(CIO) and the end of the work 
stoppage which closed most of the 
nation’s soft coal mines two days 
ago. There are 400,000 miners in- 
volved. 

While there was no official word 
on the situation, it was learned 
reliably that the Northern opera- 
tors were in a mood to break away 
and sign separately on terms agree- 
able to the union, unless the op- 
erators find a common meeting 
ground within the next 12 hours. 
The disagreement among opera- 
tors centered around the question 
of wage differentials between 
Northern and Southern fields. 

Resumption of negotiations, 
meanwhile, was delayed today as 
Dr. John R. Steelman, Federal 
conciliator, conferred with opera- 
tor groups. When this session 
ended, none of the conferees would 
comment on their discussion or its 
outcome. Steelman reported 
“some progress” when the negotia- 
tors finally recessed last night. 
There was no comment from him 
today. 

Steelman’s declaration followed 
an eventful day in the chaotic bi- 
tuminous situation: the deaths in 
Harlan County (Ky.) clashes rose 
to five; John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America (CIO), declared the union 
would not permit the dispute’s be- 
ing taken before the Defense Me- 
diation Board, and the Govern- 
ment itself acted to “freeze” bitu- 
minous prices at the March 28 
levels. 

Harlan County operators and 
union officers agreed to cease op- 
erating and picketing, respective- 
ly, after four pickets were shot 
to death yesterday.

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US.NAVY CONVOYS 
10 ICELAND SAD 
TOBE CONSIDERED 


One of Congressional Op- 
ponents of Escort Idea 
Asserts He Has Such In- 
formation. j 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, a  well-in- 
formed legislator said today, has 
told congressional leaders that 
suggestions for using the Navy to 
convoy supplies abroad are “too 
absurd to talk about” at this time. 

On Capitol Hill, however, oppo- 
nents of the.convoy idea showed 
reluctance to accept this as the 
final word, and one of them said 
he had information that the ques- 
tion of convoying ships as far as 
Iceland was under consideration. 

Several Republicans said they 
had voted against the Senate’s tak- 
ing a 10-day Easter recess with 
the House because they were afraid 
some action involving convoys 
might develop during their ab-. 
sence. 

Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, has a resolution pend- 
ing which would prohibit the use 
of Navy vessels for convoy duty 
and is seeking to force action on 
it by the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. ; 

Direct Query to President. 

Roosevelt's comment on the con- 
voy question was reported to have 
been made during his conference 
with congressional leaders this 
week. He was asked a direct ques- 
tion, the legislator said, regarding 
the possibility of convoys to assure 
delivery of American military 
equipment to ports in the Euro- 
pean war zone. 

The President, it was said, dis- 
missed the matter brusquely with 
the remark that it was “too ab- 
surd” to consider at the moment. 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, said he had heard 
nothing to indicate that the ad- 
ministration was thinking of in- 
augurating convoys, and he pre- 
dicted that the President would not 
act without consulting Congress. 

In George’s opinion, the Presi- 
dent would have the legal author- 


chantmen to any port where the 
ships may go legally. The neutral- 
ity law, he pointed out, prohibits 
American shipping from entering 
the combat zones defined by presi- 
dential proclamation. 

As to Iceland, George noted that 
the island was not now within the 
confines of the combat zone. How- 
ever, he said, there might be a 
question of international law in- 
volved on sea traffic to Iceland, 
because the little kingdom, which 
the British have occupied, was re- 
cently included in Germany’s ex- 
tended counterblockade area.

Nearly 
extinct, the egret has become more 
abundant since the Federal Gov- 
ernment began a program of strict 
enforcement of laws - protecting 
them.

He explained to her how for 400 
years the Comitaji harassed the 
Turks in guerrida warfare and 
how the same methods will be used 
when and if the Germans cross 
the Yugoslav frontiers. 

Miss Mitchell watched him cross 
her name off the list of those who 
have applied for membership, ex- 
plaining: 

“We just cross the name off, be- 
cause we consider you dead when 
you become one of us. We may 
all be dead in a few weeks. I ex- 
pect to die myself this time. How 
about you?” 

“IT am willing, too,” Miss Mitch- 
ell replied. 

Then Pecanec, who as a Serb 
patriot in the World War dropped 
by parachute behind the Austrian 
lines to direct the men under him, 
told her what she and her com- 
rades were supposed to do. 

“There are 38,000 men and 
women who wear the . Comitaji 
uniform but several] hundred thou- 
sands more,” Pecanec said, “who 
are secret members.” Two of these 
are members of the cabinet of the 
new Premier, Gen. Dusan Simo- 
vic, he said. 

When war comes men and 
women of the Comitaji go ahead 
of the army doing espionage work. 
They are experts in getting infor- 
mation out of prisoners. If their 
own army falls back they stay 
behind, fighting by day and work- | 
ing at night.

Under these conditions, Mayor 
Dickmann won easily in the spring 
of 1933. The Republicans were 
turned out of the jobs in the City 
Hall and the Democrats took them, 
With jobs to hand out there was 
no difficulty in building up a Dem- 
ocratic city organization. The Re- 
publican organization became as 
impotent as the Democratic organ- 
ization had been during the many 
years of Republican rule. 

For a time the Mayor was some- 
what handicapped in building his 
own organization by the fact that 
there were factional differences in 
the party. A faction of which 
former Congressman William L. 
Igoe was the r ized leader 
stood in the Mayor’s way, but 
eventually the Mayor acquired vir- 
tually complete control of the city’s 
Democratic politics.

Confident that the State was 
Democratic, the machine had not 
the slightest doubt of McDaniel’s 
election, and there were many con- 
ferences of the party leaders at 
which, it has reported, the 
principal State joi were parceled 
out to influential members of the 
machine Organization. 

Election Day Surprise. 

But on election day the machine 
suffered a tremendous jolt.. Thou- 
sands of the independent Demo- 
cratic voters who had supported 
McReynolds in the primary re- 
fused to support the machine can- 
didate for Governor. More than 
18,000 St. Louis voters who cast 
their ballots for President Roose- 
velt, scratched McDaniel. A sim- 
ilar reaction throughout the State 
fesulted in the official count show- 
ing that McDaniel had been de- 
feated by Donnell by 3613 votes.

At first sight, it seems almost to 
have in it, this decision, an element 
of desperation, an air of the for- 
lorn hope, like the proposal to send 
out the German high seas fleet in 
October, 1918, which was prevented 
only by the mutiny of thé crews.

Fascist Collapse Suggested. 


If this was truly a forlorn-hope 
affair, one arising from a feeling 
that all was lost unless a miracle 
occurred, it suggests an internal 
collapse of the Fascist regime in 
Italy and that the Germans 
may have largely “taken over,” and 
may have forced this decision on 
the Italians, in the hope that, with 
Germans aboard, the Italian ships 
might procure a complete reversal 
of the sad picture so far presented 
to Mr. Matsuoka of Axis prospects 
in the Far East.

One principle of our own naval 
construction seems supported by 
this action, and that is the futility 
of too much speed in heavy ships.

American designers have always 
held, and to that end have put 
armament and protection before 
speed. Pursuit is the task of light 
forces and aircraft, and it has al- 
ways been felt that, as at Tsushima, 
Jutland and now in the Ionian Sea, 
should a battle be prolonged 
through the night, the bringing to

Athens:

How are ordinary Italians and 
Greeks affected by the incredible 
reversal which has made Greek 
arms a miracle and filled evén the 
enemies of Italy, including the 
Greeks, with pity for those who, 
following Mussolini’s dictum, have 
believed, obeyed, fought—and died. 
Rome in January. . 

Perhaps it is too soon to answer 
such questions fully. But because 
the writer is the only American 
newspaper man who has visited 
both Rome and Athens in this fate- 
ful new year, he undertakes on the 
basis of admittedly Greek explora- 
tion—strengthened semewhat by 
long previous acquaintance—to 
hazard a description of the changes 
war has wrought in the people’s 
psychology of the two countries. 

A visit to Rome was made in 
January, when the Italian situation 
was markedly more hopeful than 
at resent. At the time Mussolini 
had not tried for a persona! victory 
in Albania and failed, the battle 
of Cape Matapan—‘“no battle at 
all,” a captive sailor in a Greek 
naval prison told the writer, “be- 
cause we never fired a shot”—was 
still unfought, and Yugoslavia was 
quivering with uncertainty, instead 
of bristling with confidence. 

All these brutal blows to Fas- 
cism were still to come and there 
was still hope of a spring Albanian 
campaign and stopping the British 
at Bardia and holding Eritrea and 
Ethiopia. 


No Pattern for Future. 


Yet it was hard to imagine a 
more dangerously subdued city 
than Rome in midwinter. The air 
was electric with suffering and 
unspoken resentment.

Three Italian Warships Destroyed

S ers Fiume and Zara, and the 
destroyer Alfieri, declared on 
their arrival here last night that 
British warships destroyed their 
craft in last week-end’s naval bat- 
tle “before we were able to fire a 
single shot, and caused enormous 
casualties.” 


Rescued by a Greek warship, the 
sailors asserted that hundreds of 
seamen and petty officers, trapped 
below decks, went down with the 
Italian ships when the British 
opened fire Friday night. 


A 21-year-old .gunner on the 
Fiume, one of the few on duty 
when the smashing British attack 
was launched, said: | 

“We were cruising along about 
2 o’clock Friday night when sud- 
denly in the distance, about three 
or four miles away, big search- 
lights flashed on us. For a few 
seconds we thought they were the 
lights of another Italian cruiser, 
although we had sighted one Brit- 
ish warship just before dark. ~ 

“A salvo of shells almost imme- 
diately followed the searchlight 
and simultaneously we were hit by 
a torpedo. Ten minutes before we 
could bring a single gun into ac- 
tion the ship was listing too badly 
to fire. 

“The ship started settling. I 
just had time to jump aboard a 
life raft floating alongside as the 
Fiume’s deck went under. I’m 
sure hundreds of others were 
trapped below deck.” 

Other. survivors told a similar 


story, but the action was so swift 


many did not know exactly what 
happened. 

One young sailor told a harrow- 
ing story of how two men went 
mad on an overburdened raft. 

“Our raft,” he related, “already 
was overcrowded and a foot under 
water when the men began fight- 
ing among themselves.

Valiant’s shells were lit by Mid- 
shipman Prince Phillip, 19-year- 
old first cousin of King George of 
Greece, who was in charge of the 
searchlight control rdom. 


With the help cf? its sister ship, 
the Warspite, Capt. Morgan con- 
tinued, the Valiant turned the 
Fiume and the Zara into “colos- 
sal masses of fire.” Many 15-inch 
shells penetrated the cruisers’ six- 
inch armor and exploded inside, 


“It was a most ghastly sight. 
The Fiume seemed to just burst out 
amidships,” he said. 


The Warspite opened with the 
first broadside and seven seconds 
later the Valiant’s guns roared, 
followed by the 31,100-ton Barham’s. 


“Only four minutes, six seconds 
elapsed from the Warspite’s broad- 
sides to the Barham’s,” Capt. Mor- 
gan related.

California is below Missouri with a percentage of 
32.8. Pennsylvania’s figure is 16.1, New Jersey's 12.6. 

What is wrong? Mr. Nardin denies that “thou- 
sands of undeserving persons are on the rolls.” It 
is no secret that there certainly were thousands of 
them at one time, put there by the rankest kind 
of political pressure and careless checking. The 
scandal was so notorious that Gov. Stark late in 
1937 upbraided the Social Security Commission be- 
cause of the “many chiselers and cheaters” who were 
on the rolls, and added that “old-age assistance has 
become somewhat of a racket in this State.” 

What became of all these undeserying pension- 
ers? A very few were lopped off in the so-called 
“purge” that followed Gov. Stark’s indignant state- 
ment, but the rolls soon began to grow again. They 
rose tremendously when the age minimum was re- 
duced from 70 to 65. By Mr. Nardin’s own state- 
ment, the board’s reinvestigations “do not result in 
a large percentage of removals.” 3 

The leading authority in this field is the Amer- 
ican Association for Social Security, which has 
trained observers over the country, and makes 
searching reports on the subject. It aided vigor- 
ously in the campaign to set up an old-age pension 
system in Missouri. It has many times pointed to 
this State as a horrible example, and now says: “We 
still believe Missouri has overcrowded rolls.” 

The pension rolls*could stand some rigid weeding. 
Gov. Donnell has asked the Legislature for a thor- 
ough examination of the rolls. 

In fairness to Mr. Nardin and his associates on 
the commission, the Legislature should provide for 
a full investigation and the necessary funds. _ 

In fairness to the deserving aged, Missouri can- 
not tolerate having a pension “racket,” as it has been 
called so often. Mr. Nardin, we believe, will agree 
that an investigation is in order. 
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TUESDAY’S TURNOUT. 

Friends of democracy will take heart from the 
massive turnout of voters in Tuesday’s municipal 
election. Bad city government has been attributed, in 
great measure, to public apathy. “The people get no 
better government than they deserve,” is the com- 
mon way of putting it. 

On Tuesday, more than 330,000 ballots were cast, 
or 80 per cent of the total registration. This is a 
St. Louis record for a municipgl election. In the 
mayoralty contest of 1933, the vote was 77.7 per cent 
of the registration. It fell to 66 per cent in 1937. 
Only in the 1936 and 1940 presidental elections was 
the mark exceeded. Eighty per cent stands far 
above the record of most cities, in some of which 
the vote falls below 50 per cent on occasion. 

Tuesday’s large turnout was perhaps the deciding 
factor in the overthrow of the Democratic city ma- 
chine. Machines thrive on light votes. As Harold Zink, 
professor of political science at Depauw University, 
has written in his book on American city govern- 
ment: “Most effective campaigning is carried on by 
the local units of the political organizations.” 

The organization, together with the individuals 
and pressure groups beholden to it for past favors 
or backing it for prospects of gain, can always count 
on a certain mobilization. This army is always a 
minority of the population. But it can be, and often

is, a majority of the persons voting on a given occa- . 
4 sion. This is entirely dependent on the energy of 


independent citizens. An aroused electorate, voting 
at full strength, can always’ smother the machine’s 
small but efficient Panzer divisions. , 
‘If independent citizens had made a practice of 
making their influence felt at the voting booths, men 
like Lord Bryce and Frank Kent and Lincoln Stef- 
fens would not have been forced to describe city gov- 
ernment as the glaring weakness of our system. 

Eternal vigilance remains the price of liberty. 
Vigilance has not flagged among the citizens of St. 
Louis. Both locally and nationally, the big turnout 
Tuesday is a mighty encouraging omen. 
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Selfish interests are attempting to interpret the 
meaning of Mayor Dickmann’s defeat as represent- 
ing dissatisfaction with the smoke law. These self- 
ish interests have a lot to learn about how St. Louis 
likes ite smokeless city. 
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OUT OF THE CLOUDS. 

The Government’s income tax case against Uncle 
Joe Schenck, as reported by our correspondent, con- 
firmed the hinterland’s most sophisticated suspi- 
cions about the California Babylon. Jeweled and 
sabled actresses flitted through scarlet pages of tes- 
timony. Week ends were spent on gilded yachts, 
luxurious as Cleopatra’s barge. Hollywood’s pecca- 
dillos, one gathered resentfully, were stratospheres 
removed from the lot of the ordinary mortal. 


So it was both surprising and refreshing to see a

stake this year appears to have saved Alderman 
Bernard J. Fitzsimmons of the Eighth Ward. His 
ward voted Democratic for board President, 5634 to 
4291. 

It is to Mayor-elect Becker’s credit that he took 
occasion in his campaign to pledge his administra- 
tion to provide for election of Aldermen by wards, 
a reform which Mayor Dickmann consistently side- 
stepped, notwithstanding St. Louis’ 2-to-1 mandate 
in 1934. ‘The new board should supmit the neces- 
sary Charter amendment in time so it can be voted 
on with the civil service amendment. 

Fortunately for responsible party government, the 
Republicans will have a majority in the board. In 
their sweep they won the 14 odd-numbered seats at 
stake this year. They also won two short-term 
seats, those of President William L. Mason, who 
resigned to be Circuit Judge, and Alderman George 
A. Byrne of the Eighteenth Ward, who resigned to 
be Constable. But for the Dickmann machine’s 
reaching out for still more posts, the Democrats 
would control the board for two years. ; 

This majority of 16 te 13 gives Mayor-elect Becker 
at the outset a working advantage, including the 
presidency of the board, a seat which the Dickmann 
administration did not control until half way 
through its first term. 

WHAT’S WRONG AT ROLLA? 

The Missouri School of Mines and Metallurgy at 
Rolla, one of the leading educational institutions in 
its field, is the center of a series of controversies. 
One concerns the proposed $150,000 appropriation for 
a dormitory; another the charge that the curators 
of the University of Missouri, of which the Rolla 
school is a branch, are seeking to “kill off” the 
School of Mines; still another grows out of the dis- 
missal of Director. William R. Chedsey. 

For years the townspeople of Rolla opposed erec- 
tion of a dormitory, preferring the opportunity to 
rent students rooms in private homes. Fort Leon- 
ard Wood has turned things around. When school 
opens next fall, the students will have difficulty in 
finding rooms, unless a dormitory is built, 

However, the townspeople may have looked on a 
dormitory before the coming of Fort Leonard Wood 
or may look on it now, such. a building would be 
a proper addition to the facilities at the School of 
The current housing shortage provides the 
opportunity to improve housing standards. 

As for the dismissal of Dr. Chedsey and the charge 
that President Middlebush of the University of Mis- 
souri is “uninterested” in the Rolla school, these 
cannot be appraised by a public in the possession 
of so few facts. Dr. Chedsey’s record is good 80 
far as the people have been informed. If the cura- 
tors ousted him without explanation or a hearing— 
as Dr. Chedsey says—he has been treated unfairly 
and a hearing on specific charges is in order. 

The School of Mines at Rolla and the University 
at Columbia are agencies of the State Government, 
parts of the same educational organization. As 
president of the university, Dr. Middlebush is com- 
mitted to work for the best interests of the Rolla 
school as well as for those of the university proper. 

If this arrangement does not operate for the wel- 
fare of both institutions then a separation such as 
State Senator Allison of Rolla proposes is in order. 
Then it will be necessary to make the director of 
the School of Mines answerable to the curators di- 
rect and not through the University President. 
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THE D, A. R. BARS PAUL ROBESON. 

After the nation-wide storm of indignation aroused 
two years ago when the doors of Constitution Hall 
in Washington were closed to a concert by Marian 
Anderson, after the general approval when a Negro 
male quartet took part in a pre-inaugural concert 
in the same building in January, it is downright 
amazing to find the D. A. R. hall management now 
returning to its former benighted policy of refusing 
to rent its hall for a benefit recital by Paul Robeson, 
the distinguished singer, ) — 

Worst of all, it appears that the policy was never 
really changed. The hall management, according 
to a dispatch, told the Robeson concert sponsors that 
the Negro quartet’s appearance had been a mistake, 
that “something had been put over on them.” 

The Robeson concert is to raise funds for China’s 
war sufferers. Its sponsors are Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Chinese Ambassador Hu Shih. The committee now 
has arranged to hold the performance in an arena 
about twice the size of the D. A. R. hall, and the 
fund for this good cause doubtless will be benefited 
by the change, 

Paul Robeson’s St. Louis concert in February was 
a thrilling event, both musically and in the en- 
thusiasm with which an audience of both races re- 
ceived this great artist. The constructive value of 
such an exhibition is undermined when one group 
in a great patriotic organization puts on a display 
of shocking intolerance in the seat of national gov- 
ernment.

A Defense of Missouri’s Pension Setup 


o 
Public Opinion 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N an editorial in your issue of March 24, 
| you made the following statement: : 


“As it is, Missouri has the largest num- 


ber of pension recipients, in proportion to 


population, of any state in the Union, sim- 


ply because thousands of undeserving per- 


sons are on the rolls.” 

Feeling very sure that you do not desire 
to make erroneous or misleading statements 
in your editorial columns, I call your at- 
tention to the following facts: 

‘The last published report of Federal So- 


cial Security Board statistics, for Novem- 
ber, 


1940, shows 106,746 persons on the 
old-age .assistance rolls in Missouri. 

For the month of November, there were 
12 states which had on the rolls a higher 
percentage than: Missouri of persons over 
the age of 65. Furthermore, there were a 
number of states in which the percentage 
on the rolls was only slightly lower than 
that in Missouri. It is to be noted also 
that there are several states in which the 
percentage on the rolls does not present a 
fair comparison with Missouri for the 


reason that there are pending applications | 


much higher in proportion to those on the 
rolls than is the case in Missouri. 

In Georgia, for example, the percentage of 
persons over the age of 65 actually on the 
rolls in November is 28.8 per cent, as against 
34.2 per cent in Missouri. There were, how- 
ever, in Georgia only 28,000 actually on the 
rolls, while there were pending applications 
of approximately 55,000. In Missouri, there 
were 106,746 on the rolls, with only 13,111 
pending applications. Quite obviously, if 
only a small percentage of Georgia’s pend- 
ing applications was placed on the rolls 
after investigation, the percentage might be 
substantially above that of Missouri. 


‘ Now, it is true that the foregoing per- 
centages apply to that part of the popula- 
tion over the age of 65 and not to the whole 
population as used in your editorial. Ex- 
amination of that difference discloses an- 
other significant fact. There are consid- 
erable variations among the states as to 
the percentage of the total population that 
is over the age of 65. The average for all 
the, states is 6 per cent. The population of 
Missouri over the age of 65 is 8.2 per cent 
of the total population. 

That fact makes it obvious that Missouri 
may have on the rolls a greater percentage 
of the total population than another state, 
without justifying the assumption stated in 
your editorial, “simply because there are 
thousands of undeserving persons on the 
rolls.” The reason’ there are more persons 
on the rolls in Missouri is partly, at least, 
that a larger percentage of the population 
in Missouri is above the age of 65 than in 
many other states. In California, for ex- 
ample, where the percentage on the rolls 
of persons over the age of 65 is 1.6 per 
cent lower than in Missouri, the percentage 
of ‘total population above the age of 65 is 
1.5 per cent lower than in Missouri. 

Touching further the point of whether 
you are correct in assuming that there are 

usands. of undeserving persons on the 
rolls in Missouri; The Social Security Com- 
mission for nearly four years now has 
making an earnest effort, through a 
of trained workers, to see that 
actually in need are placed 
or kept on the rolls. — 
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This state does not have highest percentage of old-age assistance 
recipients, byt ranks thirteenth in the nation, says vice-chairman of 
Social Security Commission; denies there are thousands of unde- 
serving pensioners on rolls, for careful investigation has been made. 


Jan. 1, 1940, when the age limit was re- 
duced from 70 to 65. Approximately 65,000 
of those now on the rolls, practically all 


- of whom were on the rolls on Jan. 1, 1940, 


have been reinvestigated since that time. 
That is to say that of the 110,000 now on the 
rolis, 107,000 have been investigated as to 
their need.within the last 15 months. That 
leaves only about 3000 now on the rolls 
whose eligibility has not been carefully in- 
vestigated within that 15-month period. 

It is not to be assumed that all of that 
3000 are improperly on the rolls. On the 
contrary, it can be safely assumed that most 
of them are deserving of the assistance 
they are receiving, for our reinvestigations 
do not result in a large percentage of re- 
movals. That is naturally so. Persons over 
the age of 65 who become needy have 
slight chance of again becoming self-sup- 
porting. It does sometimes happen. Some 
cases are found, too, in which error oc- 
curred on the first investigation. Resources 
are sometimes discovered which were con- 
cealed’or not disclosed on the original in- 
vestigation. In all such cases, the recipi- 
ents are removed, 

* * * 

It has often been stated—sometimes, I 
think, in your columns—that politics has 
been responsible for putting and keeping 
on the rolls large numbers of undeserving 
persons. On that point, I should like to 
offer some personal testimony for what it 


smay be worth. I have been a member of 


the State Social Security Commission since 
the commission was established in 1937. I 


‘have been a Republican member during a 


Democratic administration. I went on the 
commission with some fear that political 
influence might be a disturbing factor in its 
operations. I am happy. to be able to say 
that ho member of the commission has at 
any time, in my judgment, allowed political 
considerations to influence his attitude or 
action. It is my conviction now that, dur- 
ing. nearly four years, the administration 
of the program has been surprisingly free 
from political influence. 

I do not say that no politician has ever 
attempted to influence administration of 
the program. No person of realistic incli- 
nation could expect that no such attempt 
would be made. I-do say that such influ- 
ence has been stoutly resisted by the com- 
mission and by the Administrator. And to 
the great credit of the workers in the State, 
it can be said that they have stoutly re- 
sisted the pressure of political influence. 

In giving this personal testimony, I want 
also to say that in my judgment it would 
be a very great calamity to the State if 
the social security program should become 
subject to political administration. That 
tendency should be constantly looked for 
and most stubbornly resisted. By the same 
token, the cry of “wolf” should ot be raised 
when no wolf is present-—it should not be 
charged, that the administration is domi- 
nated by politics when such is not the case.

Annual graduations for medical 
schools total about 5200 while 
Government agencies have. indi- 
cated the defense program would 
require 3400 physicians a year, 
leaving a minimum of 1800 phy- 
sicians of each year’s graduating 
classes to be reserved for the gare 
of civilians.

Greece has suffered deeply in | j 


the war; it has lost many sons in 
saving its honor, but honor is still 
left. In Italy there is an inex- 
pressible feeling that it is honor 
rather than victory that is slipping 
away, because the arms that seized 
Albania and attacked Greece nev- 
er invented any moral justifica- 
tion except a superficial one and 
disclaimed needing even that. The 
Fascist blow has been force, and 
with the failure of force there is 
a ghostly sense of emptiness in the 
Roman streets. 


“Wanted Revenge.” 


On the more tangible political 
side, the battle of Cape Matapan 
has brought evidence directly to 
Greece’s shores. The Italian sal- 
lors who spent 23 hours swimming 
in the water and their mangled 
comrades, who knew only that they 
had been roused from sleep to 
find their ship pinned in a glare 
of British searchlights and were 
blown instantly into the sea, were 
clear and emphatic when they 
were asked today why eee were 
fighting. 

“When we left Taranto nd 
were told we were going to meet 
the British, we were happy,” they 
said. “We wanted to prove we 
were brave. We had no Germans 
with us, either. We wanted to 
revenge ourselves on the offense 
of ‘the Treaty of Versailles.”

Excellent Way of Providing 
Proteins for Meatless 
Méals. 


For the meatless meals that will | 


be observed by many families in 
the final week of the Lenten sea- 
son it may be well to consider 
cheese as one of the mainstays 
around which to.plan meals. There 
are so many kinds of cheese in the 
markets and so many ways of pre- 
paring them that they need never 
become monotonous, 

Cheese is an excellent way of 
providing the protein for meatless 
méals. It also gives flavor and 
piquancy to many dishes that are 
apt to go dull from overuse. 

Cheese Peppers. - 

One and one-half cups- broken 
macaroni or spaghetti. 

Six cups boiling water. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

Six large green peppers. 

Eight cups boiling water. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One and three-fourths cups grat- 
ed Américan cheese. 

Three-fourths cup evaporated 
milk. ' 

One and one-fourth teaspoons 
dry mustard. 

One-half teaspoon galt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

‘ One-fourth cup grated American 
cheese. 

Boil the macaroni in the six cups 
boiling water to which one and 
one-half teaspoons salt have been 
added until macaroni is tender 
(about 15, minutes). Drain and 
rinse with hot water. Meanwhile, 
cut off tops and remove seeds and 
veins from peppers.

Last Year, Two of Drink- 
ing Pedestrians. 


Traffic accidents involving alco- 
holism last year totaled 452, repre- 
senting a steady decrease since 
1934, the first year following prohi- 
bition repeal, when there were 1333 
such accidents, it is shown in a 
traffic report made-public yester- 
day by Director of Streets and 


Sewers Frank J. McDevitt. 

There were only three traffic fa- 
talities' due to drinking last year, 
compared with eight in 1939 and 
four in 1988. Of the three in 1940, 
two were of drinking pedestrians 


and the other was of a pedestrian 
hit by a drinking motorist. 

In exactly one-fourth, or 113, of 
the 452 accidents involying alco- 
holism, pedestrians were found to 
be under the influence of liquor, 
while in the other two-thirds drivers 
had been drinking or were drunk. 

Few Drivers Filed. — 

Accidents in which drivers fled 
the scene also have decreased since 
1934, although not so sharply. Last 
decrease since 1934, when there 
were 888. 

Of the total of 117 traffic fatali< 


trians and 24 of occupants ef ve- 
hicles. Fourteen of the persons 
killed were children under the age 
of 16, of whom five were pedes- 
trians struck by automobiles, five 
by trucks and one by a bus; one 
struck by an automobile while rid- 
ing a bicycle and two were in- 
volved in collisions. 


Motor vehicles caused 108 of the 
117 fatal accidents, street cars 
eight and railroad trains one. Of 
the automobile deaths, 35, or about 
one-third, occurred between the 
hours of 6 and 9 p. m. Sixty-five 
of the persons killed were more 
than 50 years old and 21 more 
than 70. 


Truck Operations Criticised. 


Truck operations come in for 
severe criticism in the report, 
which asserts that “a vast public 
resentment is being built up which 
sooner or later will prove a handi- 
cap. Unless conditions change 
for the better in the near future, 
there will be a demand for a 
house cleaning of the entire indus- 
try.” 

Pointing out that of the 8861 


ij motor vehicle accidents last year, 


1310 involved trucks, with 487 per- 
sons injured and 16 killed, the re- 
port says that while some efforts 
have been made by truckers to 
co-operate and certain companies 
have excellent records, “results 
obtained so far are negligible.” 


“Just how many additional ac- 
cidents trucks were responsible 
for is a question,” the report goes 
on, “It is a common sight to see 
slow moving trucks in the center 
of the street. If you pass on the 
right it is illegal, while passing on 
the left in the opposing traffic 
stream is. also illegal and fre- 
quently leads to head-on collisions. 
It is also a common sight‘to see 
food trucks in residential districts 
parked double or blocking cross- 
walks at busy intersections, which 
impairs visibility of motorists and 
also causes a hazard to pedestrians. 
Possibly this is another instance 
of where conditions have to get 
worse before they grow better.”

No Doubt of Legal Power of U.:S. to Seize

HERE is, of course, no doubt 
as to the legal power of the 
Government to arrest the Ital- 
jan, Nazi and Danish ships, and if 
any criticism were to be made of 
the incident, it would be that the

‘| "These ships, when they took refuge. 


in American harbors, did so sub- 
ject’ to the laws of the United 
Stetes, and the Axis governments, 
which had actually begun to wreck 
the ships, have no grounds for 
legal protest. The problem of 
compensation in the special case of 
the Danish ship owners, who may 
be regarded as innocent and under 
duress from the Nazis, will no 
doubt be magnanimously dealt 
with by: the Government. 

But even if. the legal basis of 
this action were not clear in the 


| statutes of the United States, there 


would still be ample. justification 
for it in law, in morals and in 
high policy. We must never for- 
get, though it is often forgotten, 
that the German ‘and Italian sub- 
marines raids are lawless: the 
sinking of merchant ships with- 
out warning, without search, with- 
out provision for the safety of 
passengers and crew is contrary 
to international law. There would 
be.no “battle of the Atlantic,” mil- 
lions of tons of shipping would 
not have been destroyed;-were Hit- 
ler observing the eleméntary rules 
of international law. We are dis- 
posed to forget this, in part be- 
cause we have become used to the 
lawlessness of Hitler, in part be- 
cause by domestic statute under 
our neutrality acts we have re- 
stricted the movement of American 


ships.

upon ourselves, Congress de- 
clared in the preamble to the Neu- 
trality Act of 1939 that “the Unit- 
ed States waives none of its own

It can move much faster 
than the blitzkrieg army; it can in 
fact move a blitz army @cross the 
world—from Britain or Australia 
to Egypt or from Egypt to Greece, 
or from India to Singapore—and 
it can supply that army from the 
resources of many continents. No 
one knows this better than Hitler 
today—that he cannot win the war 
with his army and his air force 
unless he can first win the war 
at sea. 

That, indeed, is. why he is trying 
to blockade the British: Isles. That 
is why, in order to deprive the 
Allies of shipping, he is trying to 
sabotage and scuttle the German, 
Italian and other ships which are 
under his order but in foreign 
ports. That is why he ordered 
Italy into the war—to use the Ital- 
ian ‘navy in the Mediterranean and 
the Italian army to strike at Suez.

DIAGNOSIS: In the _ year 

1938, I delivered the Lincoln Day 

memorial address in Central IIli- 

nois. Many citizens apologized for 

being absent, though they had 

secretly bought tickets for the 

event. They said they didn’t care 

show up for fear of reprisal re- 

garding the Governemnt checks which they were receiving 

under the AAA. And their fears weren't imaginary! About 

the same time, I joined with a number of others in opposi- 

tion to the packing of our Supreme Court. One of my edu- 

cational colleagues on that publicly announced committee, de- 

livered a sterling address in opposition to curbing the checks 

and balances in our Government as purposely established by 

our Constitution to prevent dictatorship by the President. A 

few days later two investigators descended upon him to see 

if they ,eouldn’t catch him up, so to speak, with reference to 

his income tax returns. Being a scrupulously honest and loyal 

American, he had nothing to fear and they couldn’t silence 
him by that device.

IN 1940, MY brother, who is professor of economics here 
at Northwestern, engaged in numerous public debates with 
other professors and British propagandists. He presented a 
analysis of German economics 
and publicly analyzed Hitler’s regime. Because it was in- 
creasingly difficult to get anybody who would present the 
German side, he was called upon frequently. But soon the 
pressure was applied to him. The radio stations began to 
delete as much as 75 per cent of his speeches, although he 
made no misstatements of facts and was only offering a scien- 
tific analysis of economic factors. One of the radio censors 
explained that orders from the Atlantic coast forbade saying 
anything prejudicial to England, so they had to stifle freedom 
ef speech in order to play ball with the propaganda campaign 
#o ardently being engendered in the East. 

ee. 

SINCE I HAVE long taught psychology courses dealing 
with advertising and propaganda, I certainly am quite con- 
versant with the tricks and devices utilized to stampede a free 
nation into war hysteria. The censorship of my brother was 
an excellent thing from the viewpoint of those who were 
ardently trying to set our frontier upon the Rhine. From the 
angle of scientific impartiality and sane Americanism, as typi- 
fied in George Washington’s Farewell Address, it was a viola- 
tion of the basic rights vested in the people by our American 


‘© mstitution. As for my writings, I have encountered very little 


censorship. In fact, it is pretty hard for the Government or 
paid propagandists to crack down on newspaper editors for 
they are much more resistant to pressure groups. If liberty is 
to be retained in this nations, the editors will be the main

East contin- 
ued with the five ot hearts, and 
South won with the king. Declarer 
could count on winning two hearts, 
two diamonds, and two clubs in top 
cards. Three additional tricks were 
needed for the contract. At first 
glance diamonds seemed to offer 
the best chance. Under ideal condi- 
tions, the suit might bring in the 
three extra tricks with no assist-. 
ance from any other suit, but that 
would require a 3-3 break in the 
suit, and the queen would have to 
be in the East hand. 


That seemed a lot to hope for, so 


South examined the spades. Three 
tricks could surely be produced in 
that suit, simply by giving up a 
trick to the ace and another to the 
queen. Here, too, there was a dif- 
ficulty. To give up the lead twice 
might enable the opponents to es- 
tablish and run the hearts.

gaw that he would have no trouble 


if West had started with a four- 
card heart suit, (He could well af- 
ford to let the opponents take two 
spades and two hearts.) If West 
had started with a five card heart 
suit, there still was no danger un- 
less he had both the ace and the 
queen of spades. (If East had to 
win either of the spade tricks, he 
would be unable to lead hearts.) 

It was a simple matter to com- 
pare the two lines of play. To go 
after the diamonds meant that only 
an improbable position of the cards 
could bring home the contract. To 
go after the spades meant that only 
an improbable position of the cards 
could defeat the contract. 

Dummy had too few entries to 
enable declarer to lead the first 
spade toward the king, so South 
simply led the king of spades from 
his own hand. East permitted him 
to win the trick, and the next spade 
lead was taken by West’s queen. A 
third round of hearts cleared the 
suit. Declarer then led a diamond 
to the king and returned a spade, 
knocking out East’s ace. It then 
was an easy matter to regain the 
lead and collect nine tricks.

ON’T be alarmed if your hair 
is falling out when you comb 
or brush it. Hair has a ten- 
dency to fall out during early or 
late spring, depending upon the in- 
dividual’s body mechanism, and new 
hair is most likely beginning to 


grow. 

But it is this new hair which we 
must pamper and encourage. It 
starts to grow just when our vi- 
tality is likely to be at its lowest 
—after months of winter weather 
and confinement. Perhaps our 
grandmothers realized this and so 
insisted upon giving or taking a 
“spring tonic”—concentrated nour- 
ishment for the blood which in turn 
would feed the hair and revitalize 
it. 

The spring tonic idea is still a 
good one. You can ask your physi- 
cian for the name of a well-bal- 
anced tonic or for the vitamin 
combination which you might now 
need, Get out into the fresh air 
and sunshine too — they help as 
much as any tonic you can také. 


Both men and women should 
adopt a scalp care schedule and 
follow it faithfully for at least 
two months. Daily, or three times 
a week, apply a good _ scalp 
¢onic. You can determine which 
tonic to use by examining your 
scalp. Is your hair dry or oily? 
Do you have dandruff? Is your 
hair falling more than it should? 


Buy the corrective preparation and 
use it. After applying it massage 
your head well with your fingers 
for at least five minutes. Then 
brush your hair from the roots 
out to the very ends. 

Too frequent washing of the 
hair is not good. Try to go three 
weeks without a soap shampoo, 
Between shampoos you can clean 
your hair by stuffing your brush 
with cotton, or by using one of 
those good dry shampoos. 

Very dry hair should be treated 
with hot oil the night before a 
shampoo or just previous to the 
shampoo. Some hairdressers’ scorn 
this old-fashioned remedy but other 
outstanding hairdressers say “oil, 
and more oil for dry hair or for 
hair that has been tinted or 
bleached.” 


If you want luxurious hair you 
cannot discount any step of the 
suggested treatment. Along with 
all that external care you should 
rest and eat well, keep your head 
covered when you are in strong 
sun, occasionally change your part, 
have your hair trimmed every 
three months (especially if you have 
permanents), and have it set with 
very diluted lotion or with plain 
water.

fected. That is why he called it 
“The Magic Bullet.” He thought 
he could shoot it into the body and 
it would select the enemy germs, 
not destroying the others. 

About 20 years ago one of these 
magic bullets was invented, called 
“mercurochrome.” It works very 
well on the surface of ;the body 
but it did not do what was ex- 
pected of it when injected into the 
blood stream. The recent discovery 
of sulfanilamide and its cousins and 
its derivatives, has been far more

in show business. In 1918 Joe had: 


his own stock company in St. Louis 
and soon after that, with the money 
that was rolling in from the songs 
he had been writing for several 
years, bought his own theater in 
Chigago and began producing musi- 
cal comedies of his own writing. 


“Altogether I wrote 28 musical 
shows and John Barrymore starred 
in one of them, called ‘Stubborn 
Cinderella,’” Joe explains this cost- 
ly but satisfying venture into the 
producing end of show business. “I 
lost $100,000 and went back into 
vaudeville.” 


Up until 1938, Howard toured in 
vaudeville and at Christmas of that 
year was engaged to sing old-time 
songs at Billy Rose’s “Diamond 
Horseshoe” here in New York. Six 
later, when Columbia 
Broadcasting System was casting 
its “Gay Nineties Revue” somebody 
remembered having heard Joe at 
the Horseshoe and he has been the 
master of ceremonies of the pro- 
gram ever since; In addition to 
this new career in radio, Joe has 
just finished a stint as master of 
ceremonies of the stage show at the 
Roxy here in New York and now 
has a return engagement at the 
“Diamond Horseshoe.” 


On the “Gay Nineties Revue” pro- 
gram, Howard has sung 71 of his 
own songs, including “I Wonder 
Who's Kissing Her Now?” which in 
his opinion was not his best song 
although it sold more than 3,000,- 
000 copies and netted him a neat 
piece of dough. 


“It was a barrel-organ song,” he 
insists. “The doughboys revived it 
during the war and it me popu- 
lar again after I thotght it was 
dead.” 


A couple of maudlin college boys 
were responsible for the song. He 
was stopping at a Chicago hotel 
and overheard two youths discuss- 
ing a mutual girl friend. Getting 
sentimental, one kid remarked to 
the other, “I Wonder Who's Kiss- 
ing Her Now?” and gave Joe How- 
ard the idea for the hit song that 
was to become the chief rival of 


“Sweet Adeline” as the No. 1 bar- 
bershop ballad of the day. 

Another tremendously popular 
number among the 525 songs which 
Howard authored was “Hello My 
Baby.” That one boosted his repu- 
tation as a song writer and added 
to his fortune with the help of the 
proceeds from what he considers 
the best song he ever wrote, 
“What's The Use of Dreaming,” and 
“Good Bye, My Lady Love” and his 
last ig song success “Somewhere 
in France Is the Lily.” For me- 
chanical rights for six months to 
“Somewhere in France Is the Lily,” 
popular during the last World War, 
Joe received $50,000. Then his style 
of song waned and a_ different 
school of musical thought took over 
Tin Pan Alley.

Howard has .been married seven 
times and today is the proud papa 
of an 11-year-old son. His first-bride 
was Ida Emerson, whom he mar- 
ried when he was 18 His next 
marriage wag to Mabel Barrison, 
with whom he starred in his own 
show, “The Flower of the Ranch,’ 
at the Shubert Theater in St. Louis, 
Then followed Irma Kilgallen, Eth- 
lyn Clark, Mabel McCune and Anita 
Case. His present wife is Mary 
Ramo and the mother of his son. 
They live at Baldwin, Long Island, 
in comfort, but not, Joe says, in the 
elegance they might be living in if 
he hadn’t let practically all of the 
million and a half he’s made in his 
lifetime slip through his fingers. 

Proud of the stamina he possesses 
at the age of 74, Howard walks 
with a springy step, has a spanked- 
baby complexion and an outlook on 
life that keeps him concerned with 
the future, He indulges in no nostal- 
gic excursions into the past when 
not before a microphone. 

“It’s that those-were-the-good-old- 
days stuff that makes a man old,” 
he laughs. “But maybe some day 
I'll get around to that, too. Then 
I'll be talking about when I was 
an usher at the Olympic Theater in 
St. Louis at the age of 13 and how 
I’m one of three of the 100 original 
life members of the St. Louis Lodge 
of Elks left. It isn’t that I want 
people to think I’m younger than I 
am. It’s just that I don’t want to 
feel any older than I am.”
